REPORT ON PUBLICATION. 


The character of literature one reads is more or 
less an index to his character, as his reading largely 
controls his thoughts. Therefore we should be as care- 

fulin selecting our reading matter, particularly that of 

our children, as weare in the selection of our food. The 

use of good books and periodicals strengthen the entire 

mental make-up, and thereby give mental symetry, 
completeness and strength of will power. 

The low class of literature, such as the dime nov- 

el, detective stories and the like, should haye no place in 
our homes and places of business. It is a notorious 
fact that some of the most hienous crimes committed 
against society are directly traceable tu the awful in- 
fluence of reading books and periodicals of the lowest 
standard. So it behooves us as parents ti see that on- 
ly the best literatnre comes into our homes, and they 
exercise the greatest care in creating in our children 
a love for such. The Bible should, of course, occupy 
the chiet place in our course in literature, to be read 
and studied at a stated period each day. If it were 
properly stadied; each Sunaay’s service would be a re- 
vival, and the church membership would be in keeping 
with New Tes ament teachings.

It was the sub- 
ject of Missions, or the carrying of His gospel to all 
peoples. “Go ye into all the world and teach”’ was his 
last command, and it was in this connection that we 
had His iast promise on earth, namely, “And lo I am 
with you always.” How easy it ought.to be for 
us to become missionary in spirit and inleed, if 
we love our blessed Saviour, and are intent upon striv- 
ing to do His biddings; for,we have His direct command 
“Go,” and His great promise above mentioned. 

We are increasing our missionary gifts from 
year to year. This is done in two ways: first, by secur- 
ing contributions from those who have not heretofore 
contributed to this cause; second, by securing more 
liberal contributions from time to time from those who 
haye long been accustomed, perhaps, to making con- 
tributions. While we are thus making progress, yet 
our increase in gifts is not keeping pace with the in- 
creasing demands on the fields, nor with the conse- 
_quent increasing needs of our Missionary Boards.

this. We know that some Baptists, even within the 
bounds of this association,are missiorary back sliders. 
Some of our churches may be the same. Oh! that our 
churches, that our people might become 
so impressed with the importance of Missions, that 
they would not only maintain their usual standard of 
gifts from year to year, bat would show a steady heal- 
thy increase from time to time.

REPORT ON LAYMEN’s MISSIONARY MOVEMENT. 


The Laymen’s Missionary Movement was begun 
less than four years ago, but in this short time bas 
exerted. an influence Which has become world wide. 
During these years more People bave become interest. 
ed in Missions than ever before and from all sections 
vome reports of largely increased contributions. Within 
he last year a reat Campaign has been Carried on_un- 
erthe auspices of the interdenominational Laymen’'s 
Missi Vonventions have been held 
States, the campaign closing 
' CONZress in the city of Chica- 
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Can testify as bo its /va lue. 
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men’s secretary employed for more than a year who is 
pushipg the word forward. under the direction of a 
Laymen’s committee. The convention at its last meet- 
ing in Baltimore gave its unqualified approval of the 
movement by recommnding that the expense connect 
ed with it be assumed by the Home and Foreign Mis- 
sion Boards of the Convention. 

Our State Convention is carrying on the work 
which was begun three years age when the Conven- 
tion met at Hazlehurst. The work is under the direc- 
tien of a State Committee and this committee has held 
weetings in different parts of the State as oppo tuni- 
ties were cffered. 

In our Association Laymen’'s meetings ‘have been 
held in the last year in a namber of our churches, some 
of these under the direction of the Associunal chair- 
man. Your chairman bas arranged for meetings in 
every church from which request came for a meeting. 
He attended must of these weetings and is of the 
opinion that some good was done. Although in some 
of the churches not much interest has been manifested, 
your committee feels that there is no cause for dis- 


couragement. Not everything can be accomplished in 


a day. 

At the last meeting of the Association, largely 
through the inspiration of the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement, the churches were apportioned amounts to 
be raised for wission causes. Many of the cburches 
through their delegates pledged larger amounts than 
they bad ever given before. 

Your committee recommends tuat the work be 
pushed forward during the coming year along the same 
lines as during the previous year; that the Association 
select a chairman who shall have general oversight of

We, your committee on the Baptist Orphanage at 
Jackson, Mississippi, beg leave to report the following 
The Haptist Orphanage at Jackson, Miss., our 
own institution, bas from the beginning made most 
commendable progress. During the thirteen years 
since its establishment 411 children have been the hap- 
py recipients of its benefits. We have now in the home 
190 children with several more to come as soon as room 
can be provided for them. 
The new building that will soon be completed 


will add to the capecity of our home 100 or more child- 
renand wili be ready fur occupancy by November Ist. 
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When it is tinished we can favorably care for 300 child. 
ren. This has been an extra hard year on our orphan- 
age, both from the high price of living and the extra 
expense occasioned by the erection of the new building 
shortage in receipt occasioned by the short crops last 
year. We will need to make a special effort this year 
in collecting funds to meet this additional expense. 
On account of the shortage in our contributions the 
management was oblige te borrow $7,000.00 for the 
building. It has been one of the greatest blessings and 
the pride of our denomination that our institution for 
the past seven years has* kept outof debt. We want to 
keep our noble record and recommend that a special 
and liberal contribution be taken during the meeting 
of the Association and that each church in our Associa 
tion arrange for a liberal Thanksgiving offering, also 
that each Sunday school join the list making monthly 
contributions to meet the running expenses, 
We want to reaffirm our loyaity te our home or 
the homeless and helpless and pledge ourselves to a 
more liberal support. Our property with the addition 
of the new building at a concervative eatimate is worth 
$120,000 and is increasing in value every year. God 
speed the efforts in the management of the home and 
every member of the association respond to its needs

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We have 1357 churches in Mississippi and only 
600 societies, Many of our churches now have all the 
grades of societies «rganized and are living out their 
convictions that there is a place in missionary service 
forall. Batscarcely 35 per cent of our churches have 
societies today. At least twothirds of them can 
furnish willing workers to line up for the Lord’s ser- 
vice in organized form. 

In our own associvtion there are twenty-one 
churches and only one of these that report an active 
society, this being at Columbia. How few people 
work together in this great work!: Every woman 
should have a part in it; and L ask every woman here 
to be responsible for & society in ber church, Each 
one can do something. God looks upon the spirit, not 
the amoucrt of work done, any way.
